Her most recent film success 
was her offbeat role as the girl 
friend of the campus kook in Walt 
Disney’s “The Misadventures of 
Merlin Jones.” The picture was a 
big hit at the boxoffice, and her 
recording of the title song became 
a leading disk jockey favorite. 


It all seems like a wonderful 
dream to the attractive 21-year- 
old star. Actually, her meteoric 
career had its beginning back in 
1955, when she was seen by Walt 
Disney in a youth ballet at the Bur- 
bank Bowl in California and was 
signed as one of the original 
Mouseketeers on his “Mickey Mouse 
Club” television show. 


Out of twenty-four youngsters 
on the club, Annette was singled 
out by young viewers as “their 
favorite.” Her fan mail began to 
build and by the end of the first 
season had grown to 6,000 letters 
a month.

In addition to appearing as one 
of the regular ‘“Mouseketeers,” 
Annette was cast in two “Mickey 
Mouse Club” serials, “Adventures in 
Dairyland” and “Spin and Marty.” 
These brought delighted response 
from her fans, so Disney produced 
an entire serial around her and 
tagged it “Annette.” 


During the heyday of the “Mic- 
key Mouse Club,’ Annette was 
called on to sing, as well as dance. 
Her singing so impressed studio 
executives that the Walt Disney 
Music Company signed her for 
records. The vivacious young star 
crashed the 250,000 sales plateau 
with such hits as “Tall Paul,” 
“How Will I Know My Love,” 
“Dio Mio” and “Talk To Me Baby.” 


She was then given featured 
roles in the “Zorro” and “Elfego 
Baca” TV series on “Walt Disney 
Presents.” On loanout, she guest- 
starred on several segments of 
“The Danny Thomas Show.” 


Back on the Disney lot, Annette 
was featured in the hilarious box- 
office smash, “The Shaggy Dog,” 
with such other alumni of the 
“Mickey Mouse Club” as Tommy 
Kirk, Roberta Shore, Tim Considine 
and Kevin Corcoran. 


In England she co-starred with 
Tommy Kirk and Janet Munro in 
a two-part TV show, “The Horse- 
masters,” which was seen on Walt 
Disney’s “Wonderful World of 
Color” series over NBC-TV.

Upon returning to Hollywood, she 
was awarded a starring role with 
Ray Bolger, Tommy Sands and Ed 
Wynn in Disney’s big Technicolor 
musical feature, “Babes in Toy- 
land.”

Top Comedians Add Hilarity

Walt Disney has all but cor- 
nered the comedian market with 
the appearances of Ed Wynn, Gene 
Sheldon and Wally Boag in “The 
Golden Horseshoe Revue,” a Tech- 
nicolor featurette starring Annette. 


The three zany zealots of mirth 
keep the comedy carryings-on at a 
race pace throughout the entire 
show. 


Ed Wynn, the 77-year-old show 
business phenomenon, traces his 
long theater career for hostess- 
singer Betty Taylor by means of 
jokes and props that have convulsed 
audiences since his vaudeville de- 
but in 1901. He peddles his unique 


pianocycle with Miss Taylor atop, 
calmly singing, and clowns with 
her in a fete of fast costume 
switching. 


Comic Gene Sheldon, who can 
double in brass and a dozen other 
instruments, plucks out two num- 
bers on his banjo, and entertains 
the customers with his hilarious 
pantomine. 


Wally Boag, a regular member 
of the Golden Horseshoe cast at 
Disneyland for the last nine 
years, is seen as the comedy master 
of the unexpected, be it balloon 
tricks, a long-legged stride or en- 
gaging in a bar brawl with stunt 
men.

All the atmosphere of a typical Wild West saloon is re- 
created in Walt Disney’s Technicolor featurette, “The Golden 
Horseshoe Revue,” filmed at the famous Golden Horseshoe in

Every piece of traditional paraphernalia is in its place, 
from brass-ringed cuspidors to swinging doors. In keeping 
with the setting Disney has staged a gay, light-hearted revue 
with singing, dancing and comedy wrapped up in one enjoyable 
package that would please z:ny hard-bitten, saddle-weary cowpoke 
that might appear on the scene.

The human 
mouth only having 32 incisors, 
bicuspids, molars etc., Wally 
neatly manages the trick with 
lima beans. Since July, 1955,

witted cowpoke in the song ‘‘Pecos Bill” 
in Walt Disney’s Technicolor featurette, 
“The Golden Horseshoe Revue.’’ The 
Buena Vista release also stars Annette, 
Ed Wynn and Gene Sheldon.

Wally is no slouch when it comes 
to freely dispensing balloons dur- 
ing the revue either. He has al- 
ready blown up and twisted into 
animal figures 125,000 of them. 

In the shapely human figure 
category “The Golden Horseshoe 
Revue” boasts the talents of lovely 
Annette, comely Betty Taylor and 
a line of “can-can” girls. In the 
comedy figure cutting class there 
are also the old pros Ed Wynn 
and Gene Sheldon, who manage to 
give Wally Boag a run for his bal- 
loons with their own brand of 
antics.

Wally Boag Joined 
Disney for 2 Weeks, 
Stays Nine Years 


When Walt Disney was pre- 
paring to open his famed Dis- 
neyland Park in 1955 he 
searched for a fresh, versatile 
comedian who could stand up 
under the demands of five 
shows a day at the Golden 
Horseshoe Cafe in Frontier- 
land. A seasoned comic named 
Wally Boag seemed to Disney 
to be the man for the bill, and 
so he signed him for two 
weeks. A six-month contract 
followed and Wally has been 
working steady for Walt ever 
since. 


Wally’s special brand of comedy 
is seen in “The Golden Horseshoe 
Revue,” a Technicolor featurette 
starring Annette, Ed Wynn, Gene 
Sheldon, Boag and Betty Taylor.

Walt Disney welcomes the audience to the ornate “saloon,” 
typical of the old Wild West, where a show with all the atmo- 
sphere of the early frontier days is recreated. 


Headlining what Walt calls “real rootin’, tootin’, shootin

activities are the Golden Horseshoe’s regular performers, singer 
Betty Taylor and comedian Wally Boag, with special guest stars 
Annette, Ed Wynn and Gene Sheldon. 


A chorus line of Can-Can 
dancers kick off the entertain- 
ment with the Golden Horse- 
shoe’s welcome song, ‘Hello, 
Everybody,” which introduces 
Betty Taylor, known also in 
these parts as Slue Foot Sue. 
The hourglass songstress de- 
livers “Bill Bailey, Won’t You 
Please Come Home?” 


She then sets the stage for pan-. 


tomimist Gene Sheldon, who has 
trouble coming on scene without 
falling over his instruments. After 
wrecking a trombone, a guitar and 
an accordion, the poker-faced Gene 
settles down with his banjo and 
plucks out a spirited rendition of 
“When The Saints Come Marching 
In.” A shifting spotlight keeps 
moving off Gene and almost com- 
pletely unnerves him, until he, in 
pantomime, nails it to the floor. 


The sounds of tribal drums 
bring on guest star, Annette, as an 
Indian maiden in the company of 
dancing girls and braves. They 
whoop it up with a. song, “Buf- 
falo Round-up,” and are joined in 
the number by a dancing buffalo, 
manned by two men in fore-and- 
aft costume. 


Betty discovers Ed Wynn seated 
in a box seat and invites him on 
stage to reminisce about his show 
business career, which he does, via 
a long series of jokes and props. 
Together they clown around in 
vaudeville fashion and at one point, 
with a trick photography assist, 


manage a fast costume switch. 
Ed plays and peddles his piano- 
cycle with Betty perched on top 
singing “Shine On Harvest Moon” 
and “Tea For Two.” 


Just what were clientele like at 
an “emporium of thirst” in the 
Old West? Betty takes the audi- 
ence back to a frontier bar of the 
period as cowboys come on stage 
shooting and demanding a show. 
Gene Sheldon tries to satisfy them 
with a banio number, but he only 
manages to fall asleep in the mid- 
dle of it. As the “saddle busters” 
are about to up and leave the prem- 
ises for want of feminine enter- 
tainment Annette is introduced. She 
struggles valiantly but cannot win 
them over with the ballad, “Hang 
A Lantern In Your Window.” Ah, 
but when she whips into a rag- 
time, high-stepping tempo with 
“Mister Piano Man,” the cowboys 
are goggle-eyed with pleasure. 


Wally Boag, the fun-loving co- 
median with a carpetbag full of 
tricks, takes over the show with a 
rapid series of gags, songs and 
balloon foolery. He duets with Bet- 
ty in the song “Pecos Bill,” which 
is followed by a barroom brawl 
among the cowpokes. Betty ducks 
out but Wally and Gene join the 
free-for-all. The place is left in a 
shambles and everyone is floored. 
At finale time Betty manages to 
get the cast on its collective feet 
for the curtain bow.
